Threats of à battle between warring Greeks | 
early this morning at Sixty-third street and 
South Park avenue kept every available po- 
liceman from the Woodlawn station on 


More than a thousand spectators crowded 
the street, on the opposite side of the car 
line which makes a loop on that point. Hun- 
dreds of others paid 6 cents each to secure « 
point of vantage on the platform of the ele- 
vated railroad near by. 

Forty countrymen of Peter Liskas, a flery 
descendant of Alexander, armed with rifies, 
blackjacks, stilettos) pop bottles, baseball 
bats, and everything else in the way of a 
weapon they could find, were intrenched be- 
hind barrels, boxes, and other barricading 
material in Liska’s fruit store at that cor- 
ner to resist the threatened onslaught of 
Tony Jpovanis and an equally desperate 
band. 

The scheduled hour for the fegt was mié- 
night, but at an early hour this morning the 
invaders had not yet arrived, although re- 
ports from them were received. At that time 
they, were marching-slowly—in the direo 
tion of “the fruit store in dispute, from the 
Drexel ice cream paflor at Shields avenue 
and Fofty-third street, nearly three miles 


away. 
Big Profits in Store. 

Possession of Liskas fruit store, opposite 
the White City, @ prosperous stand, with 
en income large enough to enable the pro- 
prietor to gu back to Athens and live like a 
lord on garlic and figs at the end of a few 
years, was the casus heil. 

The further cause of the feud, however, 
was an old time alleged effort on Liskas’ 
part to put Jpovanis out of the way. Liskas 
was indicted five months ago for an alleged 
conspiracy against the life of his rival. 
George Dixon, a colored man, swore that 
liskas had offered him $1,000 to assassinate 
Jpovanis. The case ip still pending. 

Lease Expires at Midnight. 

Liskas has had the fruit store eight years, 
but this spring Tpovanis surreptitiously over- 
bid him and secured the lease, which expired 
at midnight. Liskas contended he had the 
place until June 1. When he learned that 
Tpovanis and his crowd had secured justice 
court writs he summoned his clans andarmed 
them miscellaneousiy, Then ms defense 
forces waited. 

During the long hours of waiting en 
exciting scenes. Frank George polls, chief 
lieutenant for Liskas, wearing a red sash— 
the insigna of some fraternal order wald 
up and down the side walk. haranguing the 
crowd,

Chief Surgeon Rarely Appears. 
“ The chief surgeon, Dr. J. H. Burry, and 


his first assistant, Dr. H. W. Sutcliffe, Who 


are still in charge, seldom. came near the 
hospital,“ said Dr. Larsen. “ We never 
could perform an important operation with- 
out getting their consent. Men who .should 
have had legs or arms cut off at once were 
forced to lie suffering for hours while we 
tried to get the chief.. I remember one man 
who had to stay in this condition for a. week, 
I think Dr. Burry was in New Orleans. 

“It is an iron bound rule in that hospital 
that every man possible must be made to 
sign a paper exonerating the company from 
blame in the accident that erippled him. A 
report is made and filed of each accident, 
no matter how trivial. The sufferer is asked 
all about the accident, and when asked who 


Was to blame usually says that it was uha- 


voidable. He probably is too ignorant to 
know what he is doing when he signs this 
paper, but he never can collect a cent after 
that even if he is crippled for life. If a man 
refuses to sign he is ca oled or given $100 in 
one doHar bills. 

A foreman that does not send his in- 
jured men directly to the hospital loses his 
job. The ynpany takes no chances on the 
men getting away. 


Hospital Well Fitted Up. 

“ The hospital is an institution well fitted 
up. It costs probably $50,000 a year to run 
it, but when you consider that 3,000 cases a 
year are brought in, this As a small sum, 
There are four dead rooms,’ where the badly 
injured are taken at once on the chance that 
they will die. There are thirty-five cots. and 
thirty are full usually, Beside this we treated 
as Pomme as seventy-five small accident cases 
a day. 

“ Secrecy is one of the rules that is never 
broken. The police never know until a man 
is dead. Wives and relatives are not ad- 
mitted to see the injured, the reason for this 
rule being ‘that they make too much fuss,’ 
No news is given to newspapers, or to the 
health department, and the hospital has no 
license. It is in a bad place, for the yardsare 
50 big that an injured man may have to be 

ted for miles in and out of the car lines 
fore the first thing can be done. 

“The men at the furndces never know 
when they will be blown into eternity. The 

company rarely stops a furnace to repair it, 
for it costs too much. When a furnace ex- 
plodes there is no way the men can escape.” 

Question of License Urgent. 

The question of the city’s requiring the hos 
pital to take out a license will come toa head 
Foon. Attorney William Duff Haynie of the 
steel company said in the afternoon he had 
not heard from Corporation Counsel Lewis 
on the subject. but was of the opinion that 
the company did not come tnder the regula- 
tions, as only accident cases are treated in 
the hospital. 4 

We are willing to obey the law if it can be 
shown that we are wrong.” said Mr. Haynie.

MANY VICTIMS OF A RIOT 
DUE TO HIGH PRICE OF FOOD. 


Several Persons Killed and Others 
Wounded in Clash Between Troops 
and Strikers at Cagliari, Sardinia.

CAGLIARI, Sardinia, May 15.—Severa!l per- 

sons were kiiled and many wounded in acol- 
lision between troops and strikers today and 
further trouble is expected tomorrow. Re- 
inforcements of three small garrisons have 
been demanded and warships with troops 
have left Genoa and Leghorn. 

The trouble began yesterday as the cul- 
mination of the great increase in the price of 
food and the anarchistic agitation leading 
workmen to strike. Thousands of men rushed 
through the streets to the municipal palace, 
where they hooted the mayor, then invaded 
the central market, destroying whateves 
they could find. Afterward they wént to the 
state tobacco manufactory and other estab- 
lishments, forcing workmen to strike, smash- 
ing the windows of shops and upsetting street 
cars and cabs. 

There was another and more serious dem- 
onetration today. Preceded by a woman 
bearing a red flag with a large loaf of bread 
on top of a staff, a parade of strikers formed 
and passed in front of the mayor's house, de- 
marding his resignation. © 

Next the crowd went to the railway station, 
which was guarded by troops, whom they 
proceeded to stone. The soldiers stood their 
ground without firing until Col. Count P. 
Di San Martino and Capt. Gandini both had 
been injured by missiles and twenty-five of 
the troops and police agents seriously wound- 
ed. Then tLere was a scattering fusillade 
fiom the soldiers, and the crowd fled in panic, 
faving forty-two of its number lying wound- 
te in the street. Of these two died before 
reaching the hospital, four are dying, and 
eleven are ir. a dangerous condition. All the 
shops are closed, no newspaper has appeared, 
and suspens.on of work is. general.

PROFESSOR RETIRES 
SMITH COLLEGE. 


WCMAN 
FROM 


Miss Mary E. Byrd, for Nineteen 
Years Head of the Astronomical 
Observatory, Sends In Resignation 
—Objected to Institution Accepting 
Money from Rockefeller and Car- 
negie—Well Known Among Astron- 
omers of the Country. 


Northampton, Mass., May 15.—[ Special. ]— 
Miss’ Mary F. Byrd, who has been at the 
head of the Smith college astronomical ob- 
servatory nineteen years, has resigned, be- 
cause ot conscientious scruples regarding the 
acceptance of gifts of money from John D. 
Rockefeller and Andrew Carnegie. 

In her letter of resignation to the trustees 
of the college she declares that she does not 
want to continue her connection with an 
institution that has received tainted money. 

Miss Byrd has been a violent anti-tmpe- 
rialist and a prominent member of an anti- 
imperialistic club of this city since the Cuban 
and Philippine wars. Sne is a graduate of 
the University of Michigan, and before com- 
ing to Smith college was the astronomer at 
Carleton college, Northfield, Minn. She is 
a woman of about 50. 


Money Has Not Been Used. 

Three years ago the college was given 8100, - 
000 by Rockefeller and a year ago $62,000 by 
Carnegie. Neither of these sums of money 
has been used by the college for the erection 
of buildings, the purpose for which the 
money was given, but the college is having 
plans drà wn for an assembly hall to cost over 
$100,000 and a library to cost $75,000. 

From the first Miss Byrd has been stoutly 
opposed to accepting either from Rockefeller 
or Carnegie, and has taken opportunity to 
express on humerous occasions her disap- 
proval of accepting money from any such 
sources for educational. purposes. 

It has been understood that she was strong- 
ly in ta vor as a’ member of the faculty of 
returning the money to the donors, believ- 


ing. that no college that has made as high 


and noble an ideal in its education of young 


women as Smith collegé has should accept 


money.from men of the stamp of Rockefeller 
and Carnegie.

Ever since their admission to the force the 
new policemen have been conning their man- 
ual of instructions which contains, in quaint 
phrasing, advice on every conceivable police 
duty from stopping people at night to the care 
of the insgne and the law on breaking into 
houses. 

Questions and Answers. 


Among the passages which these young pa- 
trolmen will attempt to memorize are these: 

Q.—What relation does a patrolman bear to 
the community at large? 

A.—He is a servant of the people, from 
which emanates the power that created him. 
Every person should receive protection and 
kind treatment at his hands. 

Q.—How should a policeman salute his su- 
perior officers? 

A.—As a soldier, with his right hand raised 
smartly to his forehead. 

Q.—Of what interest is it to a policeman if 
a complaint against a prisoner is dismissed 
by his superior officer or the court? 

A.—None whatever; a policeman’s duty is 
accomplished when he brings the prisoner to 
the station and presents his case in court. 

“ Yes, We shall start our school next Mon- 
day, said Chief Collins. The new men will 
assemble at each of the division headquar- 
ters, probably at 4 or 5 o’clock, and will be 
coached in regulations by picked captains 
and lieutenants. They have already been at 
work marching and drilling. Now comes the 
head work.” 


Shakeup of Department Likely. 


The chief summoned the police inspectors 
to his office in the city hall, and urged them 
to redouble their efforts to increase the effi- 
clency of the department. He intimated 
that unless there is an immediate improve- 
ment in the work of the police in certain divi- 
sions there will be a general shakeup, and the 
high officials responsible for the inefficiency 
of the police may lose their positions. The 
shakeup is likely to come anyhow. 

I have received a great many complaints 
of late regarding crowds of young hoodlums 
around street corners and in alleys and barns, 
Arinking beer, using vile language, and in- 
sulting women and children,“ said the chief 
after ward. My orders are to arrest them on 
sight. The young hoodlum of today is the 
holdup man and burglar of tomorrow. 

“I also am told about plain clothes men 
who neglect their duty, and go to baseball 
parks and theaters, when they should be out 
catching thieves. This must stop if I have 
to discharge every man in the department.“ 


Harry Olson to Speak on Crime. 


Assistant State’s Attorney Harry Olson has 
accepted an invitation to speak at a meeting 
of the North Side Law and Order league early 
next month on the subject of Crime in 
Chicago.“ The league was formed as the 
immediate result of the murder of Mrs. Bessie 
Hollister by Richard Ivens, and the murderer 
was prosecuted by Mr. Olson. 

Mr. Olson is of the opinion that Cook county 
bas been paying too little attention to the 
State’s attorney's office and the Criminal 
court. He points out that the Chicago Crim- 
inal court is the largest institution of its 
kind in the world, and is made so by the influx 
of offenders from foreign shores. 

We are hampered by the number of petty 
cases. It has been said that New York has 
15,000 more cases a year than Chicago, but it 
should be noted that the cases referréd to are 
in the justice courts, where the New York 
state’s attorney has a representative, and are 
not in the Criminal court at all. The state's 
attorney here has a staff of eighteen men, 
while the New York state’s attorney has 
about sixty. There aught to be two assistant 
state's attorneys to each court so that they 
could relieve each other.“

Whereas, The congress of the United States is 
considering the report of the international water- 
ways commission, and, whereas, said report con-

SENSATIONAL EVIDENCE GIVEN AT 
THE TRIAL OF BORGES. 


Communication Sent by Secretary of 
the Ubere Piantation Concern to 
Follow Director Shows Scheme to 
Induce Employe of the Old Colony 
Trust Company to Furnish Infor- 
mation Regarding Business Trans- 
actions of Latter Firm. 


Boston, Mass. May 15.—[{Special.]—“ The 
conversation led me to believe that private 
arrangements could be made with some of 
the employés of the Old Colony Trust com- 
pany, which would be advantageous to the 
Ubero company.“ 

This was a portion of a sensational letter 
read by ex-Assistant District Attorney 
Chase just before the adjournment of the 
Superior court this afternoon in the trial of 
Ferdinand E. Borges of the Ubero Planta- 
tion company. 

The letter is one of a series read by Chase, 
written by Borges in the capacity of secre- 
tary and principal manager of the Ubero 
company. It was written to his fellow di- 
rector, Owen, and dealt with matters affect- 
ing the company generally. 

In the letter, Borges told of a visit to his 
office by Charles Cobb and theh went on to 
say that when he and Mr. Cobb went down 
in the elevator and reached the sidewalk they 
met an employé of the Old Colony Trust 
company.

Philadelphia, Pa., May 15. —~Testimony tend 
ing to show favoritism by railroad companies 
in the distribution of coal cars was elicited 


sior, resumed its investigation into the al- 
legec railroad discrimination. 

Shortly before the close of the afternoon 
session George W. Clark, a car distributor 
employed by the Pennsylvania raiiroad com- 
pany at Altoona, Pa., admitted that he had 
received orders to make special assignments 
of cars to the Berwind-White Coal company, 
and that frequently these assignments were 
made previous to the regular percentage dis- 
tribution, 


. Prevents Equitable Distribution. 

Mr. Clark admitted that special allotments 
had at times to a certain extent interfered 
withjan equitable distribution of cars. 

Arthur Hale, superintendent of transporta- 
tion of the Baltimore and Ohio railroad, was 
on the stand the greater part of the day. 
Dhrough him it was brought out that the Mer- 
chants’ Coal company and the Somerset Coal 
company had frequently received many cars 
in excess of their percentage allotment, while 
varigus smaller companies suffered a short- 
age. Mr. Hale explained that the shor 
shown on the records did net indicaté that 
the companies suffered for lack of cars, asin 
many cases these companies could not handle 
their full complement of cars. 


Change Percentage Basis for B. & O. 

An interesting point in Supt. Hale’s testi- 
mony was the fact that the Baltimore and 
Ohio company had made frequent changes in 
the percentage basis. Counsel for the com- 
mission called attention to the fact that these 
changes were made at times when ¢ertain 
companies had received cars far in excess of 
their percentage allotment. Mr. Hale said 
that these excesses and shortages, were ‘not 
evened up when the new percentages were 
adopted.

The attack on Barber was delivered in 
printed pamphlet form today at the annual 
meeting of the General Asphalt company in 
Camden, N. IJ. Almost the entire report 
was devoted to Barber. It declares the com- 
pany is doing a different line of business from 


its bankrupt predecessor, the asphalt trust, 


and for this reason has been attacked by 
others. | 


Company Doomed to Failure. 

„ Aside from the scanda: connected with 
the promotion of the compary, which alone 
was sufficient to imperil ‘ts existence, the 
company was founded on u theory financially 
and economically ur sound and which doomed 
it to speedy and complete ta‘iure.”’ 

The report goes on to set forth the mal 
odorous history of (Le abcorption of this cor- 
poration by the National Asphalt company 


and the final collapse of the bubble. 


The first direct cuarge made against Bar- 
ber is that in 1901, whiie still chairman of 
the board of directors, ne secretly sold his 
asphalt securities. Jumping to 1904, the re- 
port that Barber and othérs entered 
into a secret conspiracy with President Cas- 
tro of Venezuela, under which they took 
forcible possession of Bermudez lake. Im- 
mediately after, it is charged, Barber at- 
tempted to sell the lake back to the company 
it originally belonged to. 

Failing in this, it is declared, Barber 
bought 33,000 tons ‘of crude Bermudez asphalt, 
which has been thrown on the market at 
rulyous prices. 


Say Castro Was in Plot. 

The report makes this attack on Castro's 
government: 

“If the possession of Bermudez lake had 
been vital to the success of this company, it 
would have been at the mercy of a band of 
pirates masquerading as a government, and 
would have been subject to all the forms of 
blackmail and plunder which could have been 
devised.“ 

Further on a specific denial is made that 
Mack and his associates fostered the Matos 
rebellion against Castro. The report de- 
clares the company had been a victim of 
conspiracies at Caracas to despoil it of its 
property, and that the means used for this 
purpose were employed and controlled by 
the Venezuelan government. 

O. E. Thurber of the A. L. Barber company, 
in his reply, points out that the officers of 
the new General Asphalt company are iden- 
tical with the officers of the old National 
Asphalt company. Mr. Thurber points out 
John M. Mack heads them both,

This is a slap at the present members of 
the commission and particularly at Messrs.

FINDS NEW CAUSE OF DISEASE. 


Scientist Says Enzymes May Be Respon- 
sible for Many Ills Which Baf- 
fied Bacteriologists. 


Philadelphia, Pa., May 15.—[Special.]— 
That the solution of the problem presented 
by certain diseases, for which the science 
of bacteriology has as yet discovered no 
bacilli, is to be found In the properties of what 
are known as enzymes, was the chief idea 
advanced by Dr. Henry Leffman at the 
Academy of Natural Science tonight. 

Dr. Leffman described enzymes as occurring 
in the middle stage between living and un- 
living organism, having, on one hand, appar- 
ent properties of life and, on the other hand, 
being in themselves sterile and incapable 
of reproducing themselves in kind as bacilli 
do. 

Regarding the present result of research 
on origin life, Dr. Leffman said: 

„We have heard in the last few years 
growing reports of the progress which bac- 
tertological research is making towards the 
ultimate discovery of the underlying principle 
of life. Some of the reports, I fear, have been 
overconfident in anticipating of the speedy 
realization of the ultimate aim of biological 
research. The great principles of vital ac- 
tion are still obscure and we are not within 
true knowledge of the subject.“

This statement, coming as it did from Miles 
M. Dawson, actuary for the Armstrong com- 
mittee of New ¥ startled the house com- 
‘mittee on the ry today, Mr. Daw- 
fon was ‘discussing the question of a model 
eee regulation act for the District of 
Columb His argument previously had 
been to life insurance, but he made 
‘this slight digression to point out what he 
deemed faulty provisions in the Ames bill 
regarding fire companies. 


The result. of the Chicago fire, he said, was 
to put almost all of the American companies 
gut of bysiness, while not one of the British 
companies failed, notwithstanding they paid 
every loss’ they had in that conflagration. 
Since that time the British companies had 
been constantly increasing their business. 
This was not because the English companies 
had any more money or weré any better in- 
surance men, said Mr. Dawson, but because 
the laws of this country required American 
companies to hold a reserve fund amount-.

The course of study was grranged at the 
uggestion of several school trustees and 
principais whose names are kept a secret.

to Be Put On in a Month——New York | 


The Burlington is going to make a strong 
bid for St. Paul business this summer. With 
two new trains added to ite Twin Cities serv- 
lee that road will take ite place with the 
strongest lines, 

At the same time the Burlington officials 
will proceed to forestall the St. Paul road in 
the matter of north Pacific coast service, 


inaugurate as soon as its line is completed 
through to Seattle. The orienta} limited, the 
Great Northern’s train de luxe between St. 
Paul and Portland, will be run from W 
cago early in June. 

This announcement is calculated to create 
a stir of coneternation in the ranks of the 
northwestern lines. Burlington passenger 
officials for several months have been de- 
sirous of strengthening their position in the 
northern traffic. As the line is one of the Hill 
family group of roads, ite managers have 
wanted to take advantage of this fact to 
operate in close connection with the Great 
Northern. When the oriental limited first 
was started last spring efforts were made by 
Burlington officials to get it for Chicago, but 
the decision of the powers that be was, 
against the proposition. 

The Burlington officials here prevailed at 
last, and the train will leave Chicago at 10 
or 10:80 at night over the Burlington, arriv- 
ing in St. Paul in time to leave that city at 
10:30 a. m., which is the leaving time for the 


west. 
a Fastest Train to Seattle. 

The distance which the Oriental Mmited will 
cover from Chicago to Seattle 16 2,071 miles, 
and to Portland 2,195 miles, but though the 
distance is greater than by other roads the 
time of the Oriental limited to Seattle will be 
fifteen hours faster than the fastest tim 
now made. The time from Chicago to Seattle 
will be practically sixty-nine hours, and to 
Portland about seventy-eight hours. The 
time to Seattle therefore will just equal the 
agreed time of the western lines to Los 
Angeles and San Francisco. 

For the Burlington's new daylight train to 
the Twin Cities, the date on which it will be- 
Ein running has not been settled upon yet, 
but it is expected that the new Schedule will 
take effect the latter part of this month. This 
train, being intended as a competitor of the 
daylight trains on the Northwestern and the 
St. Paul, doubtless will leave Chicago about 
9 oO’clock im the morning, making about @ 
thirteen hour run to St. Paul. The Burling- 
ton will have about twenty miles’ handicap 
to overcome over both the Northwestern and 
the St. Raul, ite mileage being 442, as against 
420 miles by the other two lines.
